Everyone In Campaign 



















To celebrate the one-year anniversary of the passage of Measure H, CCA joined United Way of Greater Los Angeles and many community leaders 
from the region to launch a campaign called Everyone In. The campaign will communicate, engage and activate people across the County to build 
the momentum we need to make real progress towards ending homelessness. Backed by the 1.5 million voters who supported last year's historic 
ballot initiatives, the campaign will work to fulfill LA's promise to end homelessness and maintain the momentum to get the job done. 


Transportation, Infrastructure and Environment Committee 

Our March TIE Committee meeting featured presentations on Disabled Parking Placard reform by LA Department of Transportation (LADOT) and 
updates to the Transportation Demand Management (TDM) ordinance by LADOT and City Planning. 

• Ken Husting, LADOT, provided an update on proposed reforms by LADOT and the City's Department on Disability to help address problems 
caused by the mis-use and over-use of disabled parking placards. Approximately 43% of occupied on-street metered spaces in Downtown are 
used by non-paying customers with the vast majority of them being disabled placard holders. The City is working with a state legislator to 
release a bill this year that would address some of the major issues identified with disabled placards. Ken's presentation can be found here . 

• Rubina Ghazarian, LADOT, and David Somers and Karina Macias, City Planning, spoke about their work on the city's TDM ordinance, a 
transportation impact mitigation program that's being updated alongside changes to how transportation impacts are measured by CEQA. 
They are proposing different tiers for mitigation options and monitoring requirements based on project size, and are continuing to seek 
feedback on how to make the program predictable and administratively manageable, both for the City and for developers affected by the 
program.

Ron Galperin. Jessica and the rest of the Housing & Homelessness group made the case for more funding for federal programs related to 
homelessness. They met with the Department of Veteran Affairs to talk about the work needed to help homeless veterans in our city, and with the 
National Alliance to End Homelessness to discuss best practices and LA's unique challenges. She also heard Congressman Adam Schiff discuss the 
state of affairs in Washington and met with Congressman Jimmy Gomez and Congressman Tony Cardenas.

Located across the street from 
the Convention Center at Figueroa St. and Pico Blvd., the three-brand hotel development will serve Downtown visitors and convention goers at an 
affordable price point and bring us closer to the goal of 8,000 hotel rooms within walking distance of LA LIVE and the Convention Center. The project 
was approved and is now pending at PLUM committee.
